I've used plenty of the little axial caps to replace old paper 
long-lead "firecrackers" and never really thought twice about the 
wisdom of doing so. 


I look over both the circuit use of the cap and the physical 
construction of the set I'm working on. On cathode resistor bypasses, 
the best placement of cap leads is across the resistor. For screen 
bypasses, I'll look for a ground point closer to the resistor than the 
original used. Coupling caps can be more of a problem, and in a few 
cases I've found a spot to mount a phenolic terminal strip on existing 
hardware that makes it look "factory," and mounted some or all of the 
resistance coupling circuit on it, with leads to the tube sockets. 


If I need to mount one with its leads sticking out, I just use 
needle-nose pliers to bend a right angle into the leads about 1/8 inch 
or more from the body to prevent stress on the body. 


The only electrical problems I've encountered using modern caps to 
replace old papers has come from their higher Q, and I've had to chase 
down a couple of nasty parasitics in RF circuits. That can't be 
blamed on "radial vs. axial" caps---it's a problem the original 
designers would have faced in their pre-production prototypes, and 


would have solved about the same way I did---find the squealer, and 
install parasitic suppression to stop it. Generally, 68 ohms in an RF/IF 
amplifier grid lead somewhere takes care of it.

A couple of years ago I traded some new electronic equipment for a 
homebrew 80/40/20 AM transmitter built in the late 50's or early 60's by a 
friend. I need to find a new home for this rig as I don't have the time 
or space to mess with it. 


It has an 813 final that is modulated by a pair of GE VT-4C's. I think 
the builder said it would run about 300 Watts DC input. There RF is on 
one chassis and the power supply is on another. The power supply uses 
866's, which are currently missing (I will provide two NIB 866's). 
Included is a homebrew VFO made from military surplus gear. I would 
guess the assembly weighs 175-200 pounds. 


All the equipment is housed in a 47-3/8" tall Bud rack cabinet (not 
counting a few inches the four casters I added provide) The cabinet has a 
latching door on the rear. 


I never energized the unit. It needs wiring work between the two chassis, 
along with general cleanup as it had been sitting in his basement unused 
for several years. 


Although I have $200 invested in this transmitter I will sell it for $175 
to the first person that will come and get it. I will not ship it. If it 
doesn't sell, it will likely be parted out as the VT-4C's alone are 
apparently worth my asking price.

Gang, 

II've been restoring an NCX-5 Mark II, and have now finished it 
except that it has a cracked meter face. Anybody got a parts rig with 
a good meter? 


The NCX-5 is an interesting transceiver, possibly the only ham rig to 
use a mechanical turns counter dial, like the R-390/A. (Aligning the 
VFO was a very time-consuming chore.) I was impressed with the build 
quality of the rig, with extremely neat and carefully layed-out 
wiring, and high quality components (e.g., ceramic wafer switches). 
The VFO mechanism uses an elegant (and complex) gear assembly to 
drive the tuning capacitor. 


On the other hand, the radio has no CW sidetone oscillator, which is 
an odd shortcoming. Furthermore, the receiver seems too hot, with the 
S-meter easily pinned on moderately strong signal, and has no IF 
sensistivity adjustment. When keying the rig on CW, there is a brief, 
annoying chirp from the speaker when the vox relay first closes.

For those unfortunates, whose ISP has made a change without advising 
their customers of the potential impact of that change on 
subscribers to email lists like the boatanchors, where one must 

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 
like these. This should be your first line of support for email 
problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 

that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 
change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.
